It was 
discovered only after preparation 


in the office of the Secretary of 
State. 

Gov. Park said he had not heard 
of the order. 

Immediately upon his release, 
Costello will be taken into custody 
by immigration authorities for his 
deportation to Italy under the war- 
rant, it was said today at the office 
of the immigration inspector for 
the St. Louis district. 

“Jelly Roll” Hogan, known more 
formally to his colleagues in the 
House of Representatives, inter- 
ceded for Costello in 1927 in an 
attempt to gain a parole. ' It was 
denied, however, by the late Sam 
A. Baker, then Governor. 

Gov. Park, when asked if Hogan 
had sponsored the second applica- 
tion for parole, said he could not 
recall whether the Representative 
had spoken to him about it. The 
parole was recommended by the 
State Penal Board last June 28 and 
had been before the Governor since 
that time. 

Costello was sentenced to a four- 
year term Feb. 23, 1918 for stealing 
an automobile. The sentence was 
commuted by the late Frederick D. 
Gardner, then Governor, May 22, 
1920, seven months before’ the 
jewelry store robbery.

Italian patrols had entered Hau- 
zien yesterday, scouting the way in 
advance of the main body of in- 
fantry. The drive forward by 120,- 
000 Italians was met with no re- 
sistance by the Ethiopians. 

Native Eritrean troops under 
Gen, Alessandro Pirzio-Biroli 
formed one column approaching 
Hauzien from the right (West), 
while blackshirted Fascist militia 
under Gen. Ruggero Santini made 
up the column which came in from 
the left (East). 

With the capture and occupation 
of Hauzien, the Italians had cov- 
ered one-third of the 


yesterday. 

The noon-day objective of Gen. 
Santini’s forces was the high land 
commanding Maianesti, 18 miles 
southeast of Hauzien. Officers 
thought the objective would be tak- 
en on schedule. 

Italian air squadrons 
Ethiopians gathering yesterday 
around Makale, 

The punishment inflicted on the 
Ethiopians by the military planes, 
flying ahead of the advancing 
ground forces, was delivered in re- 
ply to rifle fire from the enemy. 

The planes continued their scout- 
ing, flying low, photographing and 
making observations. 

As the army advanced, thousands 
of workmen moved into the rear, 
building roads and transforming 
caravan trails into highways to 
accommodate supply trucks. 

Four Columns of Troops. 

Four columns of troops—Fascist 
Blackshirts, hardened native As- 
karis, Ethiopian deserters and wild 
Danakil warriors—swept up behind 
the advance guard in the first day 
of the renewed campaign and occu- 
pied strong new positions. 

The central column of African 
Askaris under Gen. Pirzio-Biroli, 
blazing new paths through difficult 


terrain, covered more than 25 miles | 


on the 60-mile march to Makale, 
drove through the town of Enda 
Abbamas and established itself a 
few miles short of Hauzien.

Dubbed the “wildest element” in 
the Italian colonial army, these 
warriors had for their leader Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel Lorenzini, with a 
reputation for fearlessness. 

Fight Unlikely at’ Makale. 

Aerial scouts yesterday found the 
nearest Ethiopian formations con- 
siderably beyond Makale, strength- 
ening the general feeling that the 
enemy did not intend to dispute se- 
riously the impending capture of 
Makale. 

While patrols pierced Hauzien, 
the main troops occupied positions

The Canadian proposal for such 
additions to the key war products 
embargo, becoming effective Nov, 
18 with the boycott by League 
states on purchases from Italy, was 
introduced last Saturday. to the 
committee of 18 for “immediate” 
sanctions. 

The subcommittee’s disttssion 
brought forth the possibility of ex- 
treme difficulties in applying such 
|}an embargo, the consensus of the 
meeting being that/the extension of 
|the boycott to these products could 
| be carried out only if non-member 
states followed the same policy ag 
League states. 

Negotiations With U. S. Likely. 

Officials interpreted this to mean 
that some negotiations would be 


necessary with the United States 
and Germany to determine their at- 


titude. 

The question of adding petroleum,

| jected to further study by technical 
| experts.

Subcommittee Studies Contracts. 

After referring the proposal te 
the Drafting Committee, it was de 
cided to create a subcommittee to 
consider those contracts which, 
having been made by nations pare 
ticipating in sanctions and having 
already been partly paid for, should 
be excluded from the application of 
the buy nothing boycott against 
imports from Italy. 


In Japanese circles it was remarke

British painters, but, more than 
has been generally realized, the 
French contribution has been 


shaped and molded according to 


the British tradition. 

One obvious feature of the Brit- 
ish tradition is its reliance on es- 
tablished proceudres. Where Brit- 
ish artists have borrowed from the 
“wild beasts” of Paris, they have 
modified the innovations and sub- 
dued them by the conservative ap- 
proach. There is an emphasis on 
craftsmanship and a_ viewpoint 
which has nothing in common with 
the morbid aspect of so many con- 
temporary American exhibitions, 

Constable divides the artists rep- 
resented in the exhibition into 10 
groups, according to their style of 
painting. In the work of Gerald 
Kelly, Alan Beeton and Ethel Ga- 
bain he finds the evolution of the 
purely academic tradition of the 
nineteenth century. 


Inspired by Impressionism. 
Among those inspired by impres- 
sionism, he places Lucien Pissaro 
foremost, while he describes as 
“decorative” impressionism the 
work of James Pryde and Walter 
Nicholson. In another group, still 


drawing on impressionism, but in- 
tent on design, he places artists 
such as Frank Brangwyn whose 
“Return to Columbus” is in the St. 
Louis museum’s permanent collec- 
tion. Somewhat apart, says Con- 
stable, are the dominan figures ’of 
Augustus John and Walter Rich- 
ard Sickert. John’s powers as a 
draughtsman, he adds, give inter- 
est to his slightest work. 

The expressionist school has its 
followers, Constable says, in artists 
such as Duncan Grant, Vanessa 
Bell, C. R. W. Nevinson and John 
Nash. He classes as related to Ce- 
zanne in their emphasis on three

Surrealism in England. 
Even surrealism has taken root 
in England, Constable finds, citing 
the work of Edward Wadsworth 
and Paul Nash.

Running Attack Secondary. 


ACH Saturday brings evi- 
dence that the running’attack 
of modern football is altogether 
secondary to the overhead game. 
Now and then some die-hard 
of the old days emits a loud 
“phooey” on the “basketball” fea- 
ture of latter-day football. But 
he doesn't count. The watchers 
in the grand stand all prefer the 
modern game because of its var- 
iety. They see both running 
and overhead attacks displayed. 
They can see the ball and follow 
the aerial play better than they 
can the deceptive intricate power 
formations. 


There is some danger that 
super passers may unbalance the 
game by making one or two men 
of greater importance’ than 
eleven. But that is nothing new 


in team play of other sports. In 
baseball the super pitcher is 
more than 50 per cent of the 


game; and all things else being 
equal the tall boy on the basket- 
ball floor lends a distinct edge to 
his five. 


The essential of football is stil] 


the forward line which, if suffi- 
ciently strong, can wreck the 
efforts of any individual, 


whether he be a speed demon or 

a super-forward passer. Football, 
because of this, will always re- 
main a team game and not a 
one or two-man possibility.

CHICAGO, Nov. 4.—It becomes 
more and more apparent, as the 
National Professional Football 


League season wears on, that most 
of the strength lies in the Western 
division of the circuit.

Contradiction.

A family of two receives 
$6.50 for food for 15 or 16 days, and if 
they manage to pick up a dollar or two 
and go to a 10-cent show, some big- 
hearted citizen calls the relief office and 
reports it. We are all human beings; 
we think and feel; 99 per cent of us 
would a hundred times rather work. 
Very few of us have food enough to keep 
us from being hungry, while $150,000 
fs spent in the kitchen of the White 
House for doo-dads. 


BEHIND MR. ROOSEVELT’S FIGURES. 

Some pertinent observations were made by report- 
ers at the President’s press conference the other day, 
when he read figures showing that the volume 
of employment in private industry and the amount 
disbursed in wages have not kept pace with recent 
increases in production. 

The President’s statistics—and there is no reason 
to doubt their essential accuracy—indicated that 
whereas production has climbed to 90 per cent of 
the 1923-25 average, employment has increased only 
to about 82 per cent and payrolls to about 74 per 
cent. The President did not interpret the figures; 
he said he was going to talk to industrial leaders 
and try to find out what was the matter. A report- 
er (we ought to be grateful, by the way, for these 
press conferences) did a good job of interpreting, 
whereupon “the President merely smiJed and made 
no comment.” 

The reporter said, in effect, that the lag of pay- 
rolls behind employment was due to the fact that 
labor was not getting its fair share of the increased 
returns from industry, and that the lag of employ- 
ment behind production was due largely tc the con- 
stant improvement in technological processes. To 
assess the blame for the first condition is not easy; 
no doubt there are cases where wages ought to be 
increased: no doubt, too, there are cases where wage 
increases at this time would produce a red-ink show- 
ing conducive to new unemployment. It is true, 
moreover, that wages tend always to lag behind an 
industrial improvement—a condition which is due 
in part to the selfishness of individual employers 
and in part to the system under which we operate. 
As to the present undoubted lag, we can only hope 
that the enlightened self-interest of employers will 
wipe it out at the earliest possible moment. There 
can be no firmly grounded prosperity till the pur- 
chasing power of the people is restored to a point 
where they can buy the products of industgy in a 
volume approximating the capacity of industry to 
produce. That is axiomatic. 

The other proposition laid down by the reporter— 
that much of the employment lag is caused by new 
machinery and new and improved methods—is in- 
disputable. Right through the depression, the pro- 
ductivity of the individual worker has increased. 
Indeed, it has increased at an accelerated pace, for 
the depression has given the employer a new incen- 
tive to find labor-saving devices. If there is any 
fault here—and the President seemed to imply that 
in some way private industry was at fault—it rests 
not with the employer but with the whole scheme of 
things. The trouble is, as someone has said, that we 
have not yet learned to live with the machine. 

The Federal Bureau of Labor Statistics estimates 
that from 1929 to 1933, what is called the man-hour 
output (the output per worker per hour) increased 29 
per cent. A few concrete examples will show, even 
more vividly, what has happened. In meat-packing, 
the man-hour output was 26 per cent higher in Feb- 
ruary, 1934, than the average from 1929. The woolen 
and worsted industry showed a 38 per cent gain in 
November, 1933, over the 1929 average. In the crude 
petroleum industry the productivity per worker 
grew 16 per cent from November, 1932, to February, 
1934. The five years up to 1934 saw the steel work- 
er, in the same number of hours, increase his output 
by 16 per cent. From 1929 to 1931 there was an in- 
crease of 35 per cent in the rubber tire industry. 
Examples might be multiplied. Virtually all lines 
of industry, and farming as well, have been affected. 
Such is the problem created by the machine—the 
problem of what the economists called technological 
unemployment. We should have that problem with 
us in acute form even if we recovered the produc- 
tion levels of 1929. Private industry can help to- 
ward its solution by creating a more equitable dis- 


that private industry, as of today; is solely or even 
principally to blame for the current failure of em- 
ployment to keep up with increased production—to 
offer that facile diagnosis is to ignore the facts at 
the root of the matter. 
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OUR INTELLECTUAL MELTING POT. 
In a time when ardent nationalists, acting prima- 
rily on prejudices, are seeking to disparage the con- 
tributions of the foreign-born to American life, it is 
decidedly beneficial to have the facts, compiled from 
an authoritative source. Such a statement is to be 
found in the autumn issue of the American Scholar, 
quarterly magazine published by Phi Beta Kappa. 
The compiler is Dr. Dumas Malone, formerly of the 
history faculties of Yale University and the Univer- 
sity of Virginia, and, in recent years, editor of the 
Dictionary of American Biography. 
Reviewing the lives of the thousands of men and 
women who are recorded in the first 15 volumes of 
the monumental reference work which he is editing, 
Dr. Malone has found that of persons born since 
1790, who are included, approximately 121% per cent, 
or one in eight, were born outside the United States. 
Since this does not include the significant Americans 
born to American parents on foreign soil, it means 
that the foreign-born have made their mark in the 
United States in proportion to their numbers, if not 
in excess of it. 
Dr. Malone does not confine himself to mathemat- 
ical proportions. His article fairly bristles with 
names to prove his case. In statecraft, in business, in 
literature, in music, in art, education, religion, sci- 
ence and scholarship, the sons and daughters of other 
lands have distinguished themselves on coming to 
this country. Take the scientists, for example. Au- 
dubon came from Santo Domingo by way of France. 
Louis Agassiz, naturalist, and Arnold Guyot, geogra- 
pher, came from Switzerland. John Muir and Alex- 
ander Graham Bell were born in Scotland. John 
Ericsson, designer of the Monitor, came from Sweden. 
Michael Pupin from Yugoslavia, Simon Newcomb, the 
astronomer, from Nova Scotia; Albert A. Michelson, 
the physicist, from East Prussia, and Sir William Os- 
ler, the great physician, from Canada. 
Or consider how much poorer the American stage 
would have been without John Drew, born in Dublin, 
or his able actress wife, born in London: without E. 
A. Sothern and Fanny Kemble, also from England; 
without the Scotch Robert B. Mantell, the Irish Ada 
Rehan and Dion Boucicault, the Polish Helena Mod- 
jeska, the Hungarian Leo Ditrichstein. The list could 
be expanded almost indefinitely in these and other

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A NEEDED WARNING.

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THE FRANKFURTER “HOT DOGS.” 

Inspired by Hugh S. Johnson’s declaration that 
Felix Frankfurter has become the “most influential 
single individual in the United States,” the New 
York Herald Tribune has printed an inventory from 
its Washington bureau listing former students and 
associates of the Harvard law professor now occupy 
ing posts of importance at the national capital. For 
some time the Chicago Daily Tribune has sought to 
discredit this group of youthful administrators and 
counselors by calling them Frankfurter’s “hot dogs,” 
or perhaps it is Frankfurter’s “red hots.” 

Any attempt to bring discredit on Prof. Frank- 
furter or these former students of his because of 
their relationships will fall flat on the ears of the 
ever-increasing number of Americans who have come 
to realize that a trained personnel in government is 
As a 
matter of fact, many of these young administrators 
and counselors have come under the special influ 
ence not only of Prof. Frankfurter but of Justice 
Brandeis of the United States Supreme Court, and 
the late former Justice Holmes, long the “grand old 
man of American jurisprudence.” Prof. Frankfurter 
would be the first to emphasize the rare privilege 
which secretarial service to these eminent jurists has 
been. 

The obvious truth is that instead of doing some 
thing reprehensible in helping train young men for 
governmental posts, Supreme Court Judges and 
teachers of law like Prof. Frankfurter are perform- 
ing a signal public service. Men such as James M. 
Landis, chairman of the Securities and Exchange 
Commission, and Alger Hiss, investigator for the 
Senate Munitions Committee—both Frankf: rter stu- 
dents, the former a Brandeis secretary, the latter a 
Holmes secretary—are the very kind the Govern. 
ment needs. The Herald Tribune itself has highly 
praised the appointment of Landis to head the SEC. 

Let those partisans call them the Frankfurter “hot 
dogs” who will. In this alert group of young Amer- 
icans is the possible start of an efficient, qualified 
career public service for the United States such as 
has distinguished British public life for generations, 
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The Roosevelt boys are validating an old adage

theory that it’s easier to talk yourself 
out of the White House than into it. That 
overpowering blast of nothing emanating 
from out Grand Rapids way is just Vanden- 
berg, campaigning for the presidency. If 
silence is golden, he makes Midas look like 
a piker. Beside him, Coolidge was a gar- 
rulous old fishwife. 

This silent stuff is something new for 
Michigan’s junior Senator. No one around 
the Senate chamber ever complained that 
Van’s tonsils wouldn’t work. They work too 
well for the comfort of many a colleague. 
and if you don’t believe it, ask Dickinson of 
Iowa. 

Why, then, the sudden reticence? Since 
Congress went home with Huey Long’s 
swan song ringing in its ears, Van has not 
been heard above a whisper. While Hoover, 
Borah, Knox and Landon were hard at 
work, laying the lines for '36, the Wolverine 
went to Europe. 


On his return, reporters flocked to the 
boat. Wanted a statement. Van gave them 
one. He was against war. Rather, is 
against war. Always will be against war. 

Even more against war than Roosevelt. 
Roosevelt doing all right on his neutrality 
policy. Only trouble, he ought to go farther. 
Be even more neutral. 

How could he be, until Congress passed 
a stronger neutrality act? Oh, well—the 
curtain of silence fell again. 


All of which has given rise to the sus- 
picion that there may be method in Van’s 
mum-ness. There is! 

For one thing, Van has learned something 
from FDR. 

For three years, he has been sitting in the 
Senate, listening to that smiling gentleman 
talk himself into more trouble than you or 
I could find in a lifetime. 

It’s an old political axiom that every time 
a politician tries a new one, he makes ene- 
mies. 


Roosevelt has tried more new ones than 
any five predecessors. He has not made 
five times as many enemies. He has made 
plenty of hero-worshippers. But every time 
he makes a decision, someone doesn't like 
it. If he makes enough of them—just add 
the minorities and you may have a major- 
ity. 

Now before a man gets to the White 
House—while he’s still a candidate—he can’t 
make people sore by what he does, but he 
most certainly can by saying what he’s go- 
ing to do. 

Someone is against everything. There- 
fore the less you say at this stage of the 
game, the less prejudice against your can- 
didacy. 

This is particularly true of one whose 
strategy is to come from behind as the com- 
promise nominee who will satisfy everyone 
in a badly split convention. 

Knox is trying to make a runaway race 
of it this time, but is getting nowhere. A 
lot of good Republicans are for him, but the 
best political observers returning to the cap- 
ital from the West say that the Republi- 
cans who count are not for him. 

They say he’s making “canned” speeches, 
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flowery affairs of too many words and too 
little punch, instead of moseying around 
back-slapping, as Landon is. 

If the “leading candidate” had to be 

named today, it would probably be Landon. 
Out on the Pacific Coast, he’s made such an 
impression that some of the G. O. P. leaders 
are for him even though they can’t spell his 
name. 
‘ Landon’s record as Governor which gave 
him the title of “Kansas Coolidge” is really 
remarkable from an economy standpoint. 
In one term, he cut per capita taxes in «the 
State from $71 to $51. He had a law passed 
making it a crime for any official to spend 
money unless it was already in the till, col- 
lected from taxes, and then he went out and 
collected taxes. 

Without increasing the rate, merely by 
snuffing out bootlegging, he increased reve- 
nue from the cigarette tax more than 500 
per cent. Eleven millions in tax-anticipa- 
tion warrants have been paid off. 

He cut till it hurt, and how the voters 
loved it! 

Landon is out in front today but perhaps 
it is too soon for his own good. 

If the leading party enigmas, Hoover and 
Borah, should swing to him, he might pile 
up an unstoppable lead. But it is doubtful 
that they will. 

There is too wide a split, too much bit- 
terness from the Right edge of the party 
to the Left, to expect them to get together 
this early. 

If he were a Democrat and in the same 
position, Landon might go ahead and sweep 
up the West by making any necessary con- 
cessions to Borah. But in the Republican 
party he cannot ignore the East. 

And Borah seems to have the idea that 
Landon has too many Old Guard friends to 
be a “Borah candidate.” He can’t quite 
picture an intelligent but slow-moving econ- 
omizer in the role of trust-buster. 

Which brings us back to that all-impor- 
tant interrogation: What will Borah do? 

One tip as to his private thoughts can be 
attained by listening to his declarations on 
such things as inflation and the Townsend 
plan. 


He’s for “limited” inflation. He did not 
approve the Townsend plan (which Landon 
smacked down flatly) but gave it a coquet- 
tish smile. 

This would seem to be a line of policy 
more calculated to defeat Gov. Ben Ross in 
a contest for re-election as Senator from 
Idaho in '36, than to win a G. O. P. pres- 
idential nomination. 


Yet the safest thing you can predict about 
the Republican convention at this moment 
is that Borah, if he lives, will dominate it, 
or come very close to it. 

He will have a large share in writing the 
platform and is very likely, at the least, to 
have a veto power over the choice of a can- 
didate—probably through swinging a block 
of delegates pledged to him. 

And that is where Vandenberg comes in. 

Vandenberg, as we pointed out some 
months ago, would be delighted to accept a 
vice-presidential nomination behind Borah. 
And, of course, he’d be even more delighted 
to accept the nomination in!lieu of Borah. 


Reason for the Farm Surplus 


From the Louisville Courier-Journal. 


EAN B. F. Mumford of the Missouri Col 

lege of Argiculture properly refuted a 
thoughtless charge sometimes made against 
colleges of agriculture in his address at the 
fiftieth anniversary of the Kentucky Agricuk 
tural Experiment Station. 

The statement is sometimes made that by 
teaching farmers to be more efficient an 
to grow more crops on the same ground, th 
experiment stations have encouraged grow- 
ers to over-produce and thus are responsible 
for the surpluses of food and fiber crops, 
This is far from the truth, said Dean Mum- 
ford: 

“In the first place, the American farmers’ 
surplus, if it exists, is due to the almost com- 
plete closing of foreign markets to American 
agricultural products. This alone would be 
sufficient to explain the surplus, but the 
farmers’ feverish effort to produce has re 
sulted from a deeper cause. 

“After the inflation period, followed by ; 
sharp deflation, the farmers of Ameri 
found themselves deeply in debt. The dimin- 
ishing prices of farm products, descending to 
a record low in 1932, made it necessany for 
the farmer to produce the largest possible 
number of units to meet his interest charges, 
taxes and other requirements.” 

The agricultural experiment stations have 
done this: They have enabled the farmer? 
to increase his efficiency by decreasing the 
cost of production. Labor-saving machinery 
has enabled him to produce more products, 
and he gladly seized upon the opportunity 
beeause world markets had been closed to 
him and he was unable to sell the yield 
of his fields as formerly. 

Dean Mumford did not go into the rea& 
sons for the closing of foreign markets, but 
it must be very obvious to the farmers that 
when European and other countries could 
not send their goods into this country be 
cause of high tariff barriers, these countrie 
thereupon erected similar barriers agains 
American goods, principally farm products, 
and sought to encourage their production at 
home. When these barriers are uniformly 
leveled, the farmer’s lot will improve.

MILD-MANNERED Yale pro- 
A fessor of law is creating a 

lather of excitement in inner

He is Dr. Walter Hale Hamilton, 
head of the recently rejuvenated 
Consumer Division.

Use of Money

They Angelo Patri 
are the bank in which maturity's 
capital is stored for future expan- 
sion. Pleasure is essential to chil- 
dren’s growth. It is essential to 
maturity’s intelligence and power. 
Spending money gives pleasure and 
rightly so, if the spending is intelli- 
gent. 

Experience in using money is the 
only kind of teaching that is worth 
while here. It is useless to tell a 
child that money must be handled 
wisely; that extravagance is foolish 
and in bad taste; that a part of 
every dollar earned must be saved; 
that value must be the end of 
spending. Words mean nothing to 
children without experience. Expe- 
rience gives meaning to the words. 
If children are to learn how to use 
money they must learn by using it. 

The desire to imitate is strong 
here. If a child sees money han- 
dled carelessly; if he sees money 
spent with apparent carelessness; 
if money is disregarded or over- 
emphasized in the family circle, the 
child will copy the attitude faith- 
fully. If money is wisely regarded 
and intelligently used the child will 
follow that pattern. But always he 
needs first-hand experiences, 

Begin early. When the little chiid 
asks for money for candy it is 
time to give him an allowance. Set 
the time he is to receive it and the 
amount. Then hold to the arrange- 
ment and thus lay the foundation 
for his training in personal finance. 

There are several mistaken ideas 
about the children’s use of money 
affecting their training. Some peo- 
ple think that saving is an indica- 
tion of thrift and understanding in 
children. This is not true in my ex- 
perience. Children spend money. 
Childhood is the time for spending. 
Little children are given money to 
spend. If one gives them money to 
put in the bank one gives them an 
errand that bears little relation to 
their training in the use of money. 
Saving has its time and place. 
Along about the age of 9 or 19 
the children begin to ask for more 
expensive toys. They need balls 
and bats and rackets, bathing suits, 
sweaters, paddles and such. Teach 
them to set aside a certain propor- 
tion ef their funds for these things. 
That teaches them to look ahead, 
to plan, to save for a purpose. Sav- 
ing just to save is not intelligent 
use of money in childhood. 

The adolescent earns some money, 
has an allowance, and learns to pro- 
vide certain of his necessities and 
save for others that will arise in 
the future. But even they must 
have a definite purpose in view

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Beginning a Common-Sense Discussion of Ex- 
ercise, Diet and Weight-Reduction From 


the Standpoint of an Expert. 
By ARTHUR A. McGOVERN 


CHAPTER ONE. 


E moderns have become so 
addicted to health fads and 
fancies that many of us are 
not well, largely because we 
think too much about 
health. We follow fads that 
more often than not do 
greater harm than good. We 
have a firm faith in fallacies which may 
be one man’s food and another’s poison. 
We have been led to believe that the busi- 
ness of keeping well is a complicated 
process, and with this thought in mind 
most of us “just can’t be bothered.” I 
don’t wonder—neither could I. 

Good health, and with it, success and 
happiness, belong to you by every nat- 
ural right. Anything else is unnatural. 
There is no good reason why you should 
not have perfect health, assuming, of 
course, that you suffer from no incura- 
ble disease or serious deformity. And as 
he way to 
it should be natural. The road is broad 
and straight, without any forks or angles. 


-Simplicity, sanity, commonsense are the 


only markers on the highway. 

Since we are to consider exercise the 
backbone of the McGovern Method, it 
may be well to have a better understand- 
ing of the subject as it applies to health 
in general. What is exercise? What may 
one’ expect it to accomplish? What part 
does it play in our search for good 


health? Which are good exercises, and 
which are poor ones? Should everyone 
exercise ? 


We might go into a long scientific 
treatise to explain what exercise is, but 
doing that is pointless. In the end it may 
be summed up in the simple statement 
that exercise is an alternate contraction 
and relaxation of the muscles. In think- 
ing of muscles, however, we are likely to 
consider only those exterior muscles 
which cover the body, and forget that we 
have to deal with involuntary, internal 
muscles as well. The heart, stomach, 
and intestines are of muscular construc- 
tion, just as are the biceps, trapezii, del- 
toids, and others. Many of these internal 
muscles work without being influenced 
by the will. When the stomach = con- 
tains food, for example, we cannot force 
it to discontinue its automatic action. 
The intestines carry on their work with- 
out aid from outside sources. The heart 
pumps the blood through the arteries 
without conscious effort on our part. As 
we breathe, we involuntarily exercise the 
lungs, diaphragm, and the muscles of the 
chest. 


These three systems—the gastro-intes- 
tinal, the circulatory, and the respiratory 
—go on functioning ceaselessly. We have 
no control over their action. BUT, while 
the heart, the diaphragm, and the acces- 
sory muscles of breathing are probably 
the only involuntary muscles directly af- 
fected by exercise, we can, by means of 
exercise, help the other organs very ma- 
terially in the conduct of their work. In 
truth, the real object of exercise should 
be to tone up all muscles, thus enabling 
them to function more efficiently. Exer- 
cise should stimulate the circulation, 
thus increasing elimination through the 
sweat glands and the intestinal tract. It 
should develop the respiratory system so 
that more oxygen may be taken into the 
body and more carbon dioxide exhaled. 

Exercise should never be performed 
with the idea of building up mere animal 
strength. With this as its aim, it be- 
comes a ruthless waste of energy. Nor 
does exercise mean merely reducing or 
building up the body. That is something 
altogether different. It means, or should 
mean, part of an orderly routine of right 
living, as essential as proper food and as 
regular as our daily bath. 


S we study the effects of ex- 
ercise on the human body, 
we find that elimination of 
waste products is carried on 
more or less rapidly in pro- 
portion to the amount of 
physical activity in which 
we engage. With increased 
activity, we more rapidly burn up the 
carbohydrates, proteins, and fats that we 
have stored up, and we eliminate the 
waste products that are taken from the 
cells and carried away by the blood 
stream, to be thrown off through’ the 
various channels of elimination. 

A simple comparison may make this 
explanation a little more clear. After 
crude oil is taken from the well, it is 
“cracked,” or separated by refinement, 
into gasoline, kerosene, lubricating oil, 
paraffin, and other products. Some of 
the residue from the process is the tar 
used for paving and other purposes. 
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to supply its motive power, combustion 
takes place, and further waste products, 
such as carbon monoxide, are eliminated 
through the exhaust. 


Now then, the food we eat may be lik- 
ened to the crude oil. During digestion 
it is “refined,” or broken up into many 
parts. The residue, or “tar,” is eliminat- 
ed. The refined materials—sugar, pro- 
teins, fats and salts—are absorbed by the 
blood and taken to the body cells to sup- 
ply the motive power. As the normal 
process of combustion takes place in the 
cells, these materials are in turn burned 
up, and the waste products—the “carbon 
monoxide,” so to speak—in the form of 
urea, creatinine, uric acid, and carbon 
dioxide, are picked up by the blood and 
distributed to the several organs of elim- 
ination, that is, to the kidneys, the lungs, 
and the sweat glands. 


It follows, then, that by stimulating the 
circulation, physical exercise increases 
the blood supply to the part so stimulat- 
ed, and the elimination of waste matter 
thus takes place more rapidly. The per- 
son who fails to exercise, or who is 
not engaged in any active physical labor, 
does not achieve this stimulation of cir- 
culation and elimination, In consequence, 
the by-products of cell combustion are 
picked up more slowly from the tissues 
and eliminated more slowly. 


In such an individual, we find that the 
heart functions in a manner to fit his life 
of inactivity. In advancing him to a 
state where the heart will be able to com- 


When we put gasoline into an automobile pensate for any sudden increase in mus- 
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cular action, it is necessary to work grad- 
ually. Both the quality and the quanti- 
ty of exercise must be built up slowly. 
Just as a child is taught his A B C’s be- 
fore he learns to read, so, too, the heart 
must be trained, step by step, to do 
whatever additional work it may be called 
upon to perform. 

The average person of sedentary hab- 
its may feel that this is an entirely un- 
necessary point. He’ll probably tell you 
that he never expects to enter a six-day 
bicycle race! But, do you ever stop to 
think how often we do tax our hearts? 
What about the last minute sprint to 
catch the 8:19? And, do you recall the 
time your hat blew off in a high wind? 
There are common, everyday occurences, 
but they require sudden spurts of ener- 
gy for which we should always be pre- 
pared. You wouldn’t think of starting 
your automobile in high gear, for fear of 
straining the motor. Yet that is exactly 
what you do when you force the heart 
into rapid action before it is capable of 
compensating for the increased load. 

Exercise, therefore, is an essential part 
of our program, but by no stretch of the 
imagination do I mean that one should 
plunge headlong into a vigorous program 
in an effort to make up for lost time. 
Take, for example, the man of 60 who 
walks into my office and tells me he 
wants exercise. He'll probably tell me 
he isn’t feeling quite fit, that he’s “just a 
little sluggish,” or has “lost his pep.” The 
last exercise he had was during his col- 
lege days, but he felt “great” then, and 
he knows that a “course of sprouts” will 
put him back on his feet again. 


HIS man may be certain of 
the result, but I’m not! I 


may have some claim to 
being an expert in physical 
training, and even though I 
am perfectly aware that in 
most cases exercise will 
prove beneficial and health- 
giving, how am I to determine that a per- 
son of this man’s age may not be suffer- 
ing from some heart ailment, from high 
blood pressure, from hardening of the ar- 
teries, or from some other condition com- 
mon to advancing years. 

My usual query as to how recently 
such a man has visited his physician may 
be answered nonchalantly to the effect 
that he hasn’t had to see a doctor for 
years—not since he took out his last life 
insurance policy. When I demur at ac- 
cepting him for exercise before receiv- 
ing specific information from his phy- 
Sician as to his physical condition, he is 
likely to be offended and openly resentful 
of the implication that he is not able to 
engage in such a program. But one can- 
not afford to run the risk of working in 
the dark, even if it does mean antagon- 
izing patients. In the years I have been 
in business, hundreds of men, most of 
them well past middle age, have been 
turned away from my office with the ad- 
monition to see a doctor first. They 
have seldom returned. 

I can understand how irksome it must 
be for a man who has been prominent 
and active in his chosen field to find that 
he cannot accomplish as much as he did 
20 years before. I know how he must 
loathe the idea that it is necessary to 
take things a little more easily than he 
once did. On the other hand, many such 
men, at this turning-point in their lives 
when they are seeking to live longer, 
only succeed in shortening their life span. 
Some of them, in the name of health, are 
really committing slow suicide. 

If I refuse to give such a man exercise 
without advice from his physician, he will 
probably decide to get it in some other 


way. There’s that rowing machine he 
saw advertised the other day. Or, the 
“Miracle Exerciser.” Or, he will take 


up his tennis again. He’s not going to 
be put off -like a child who doesn’t know 
what’s good for him! 

What happens to these cases will al- 
ways remain a mystery. One of them, 
after a few trials at some gadget or 
other, will return to his old routine of 
living, with the decision that he hasn't 
time for such nonsense. Another may 
keep doggedly at it. He may live for 


years. An overtaxed heart may claim 
him without warning. We cannot fore- 
tell the outcome, but why take the 


chance? 

In marked contrast to the man who 
takes little or no exercise until he feels 
himself slowing up is the one who keeps 
in good physical condition at all times— 
the man who has never really given up 
physical exercise. As he reaches middle 
age, his exercise may be modified to 
some extent, but it need not be reduced 
to the mild routine of the person who has 
had no exercise at all. 
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The Three Classes 


N matters of health, most of us fall 
| into one of three classes. First, we 

have the person who follows every 
known health rule and maxim religious- 
ly. He is painfully scrupulous about the 
selection of his food, about the number of 
hours he sleeps, about the amount of wa- 
ter he drinks, and all that, whether or 
not he gets enough exercise, fresh air, 
and sunshine. He won’t do this, and he’s 
afraid to do that. He’s a fanatic on the 
subject of health—and a pain in the neck 
to all his friends! 

Next, there is the chap who throws all 
discretion to the winds. His devil-may- 
rare attitude indicates a firm faith in 
the old adage, “Eat, drink and be mer- 
ry, for tomorrow we die!” But he has 
no regard for any other rule. Conse- 
quences have no meaning for him. 

Between these two extremes we have 
the third, who, from the point of view of 
good health, is the ideal man. He walks 
with his feet firmly planted on the broad 
middie highway. He thinks neither too 
much nor too little about his health. He 
balances his living as he does his bank 
account. He lives intelligently, not fa- 
natically. If he errs today, he does pen- 
ance tomorrow. 
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Exercise in all its forms is, in reality, 
work. Work involves an expenditure of 
energy. But there are two types of en- 
ergy which must be taken into considera- 
tion and thoroughly understood in order 
to perform our exercise so that it will 
be beneficial. | 


In any physical motion, if we keep the 
muscles relaxed we are using up only 
muscular energy. But if the muscles are 
held tense and rigid we are spending not 
only muscular but nervous energy as 
well. We are doubling our energy outlay, 
and cutting down on stamina. 

Hold your arm out straight from the 
shoulder with the fist clenched as tightly 
as possible and with the muscles of the 
arm tense. You will find that you are 
incapable of maintaining this position 
more than a minute or two. Relax the 
muscles of the arm and hand, and you 
will be able to hold the position a much 
longer time. 

“How much exercise is good for me?” 

To inquiries of this sort, my repeated 
answer is: “That depends entirely upon 
you. It is a question that involves the 
type of work you do, on whether your 
work is of a sedentary or active nature. 
It depends upon the amount of food you 
eat, upon your physical makeup, upon 
whether you are highstrung and nervous 
or of a more phlegmatic disposition.” 
One cannot make a general statement 
to fit every case. In exercise, as in 
every health rule, there must be balance.

One may take two individuals having 
almost the same physical characteristics, 
whose work alone calls for opposite types 
of exercise. The one will need the sort 
of activity that offers diversion as well 
as stimulation. He must get a letdown 
from the mental strain under which he 
works. A closely fought game or cone 
test may give him this. The second mag 
will find relaxation only in the most pas- 
sive, soothing kind of exercise and mas- 
sage. This latter case is usually repre- 
sented in the scholarly sort of person who 
never engages in active sports, but whose 
need for exercise is just as marked as 
that of his more aggressive acquaintance, 


OW in this connection, ak 
though I know many of my 
confreres will disagree, it is 
my opinion that much of the 
benefit gained from exer- 
cise is psychological. I do 
not mean to imply that ex- 
ercise isn’t one of the pri- 
mary requisites for a healthful life, but it 
does surely stand to reason that no great 
physical change can have taken place in 
10 or 15 minutes devoted to bodily motion. 
Yet the person who takes this morning 
exercise regularly feels better because he 
knows that he is doing something which 
will benefit his body. I have had many 
clients who tell me they are entirely too 
tired to take any exercise; all they want 
is a shower and massage. A bit of urge 
ing on my part may get them into @ 
gymnasium suit for a few simple exere 
cises, and almost beforé they realize it 
they go through the complete routine. 
The tiredness is gone, and instead of 
“feeling terrible’ as when they came in, 
they leave whistling enthusiastically. 


You may not be in a position to at- 
tend a gymnasium, but the next time 
you go home from business feeling dog- 
tired and ready to fall into bed, try this 
program. Strip off your workaday cloth- 
ing and, if your home is not equipped 
with a shower, start a tepid tub. While 
the water is running, go through a few 
of the simple movements explained in dee 


tail below. Just take on some of the 
passive exercises—-enough to stimulate 
the circulation. You will be amazed at 


the restful feeling you experience. Then 
take your bath or shower and see for 
yourself how much better your sensation 
is than it was on those evenings when 
you flopped into bed without a thought 
of anything save the next day’s work!
